Mr. Pignanelli cited a day 
care bill that would have 
required day care providers to become 
licensed. House Republicans vetoed the 
bill because they felt woman should be 
taking care of their own kids, Mr. 
Pignanelli explained. Substantial cuts 
into the University’s budget will be felt 
by next year’s freshman class also. 
There were some highlights, 
however. The extra money the new 
budget allocates for education is a land- 
mark. Frank also proposed a bill that 
would allow residents in a neighbor- 
hood to force eviction of problem caus- 
ing residents by taking a landlord to 
court.

The school year is winding down 
for most of us but the world isa ever 
changing bastion of news.

Japan's subways were full of 
nerve gas and O. J, became a free man.

eral Utahans think otherwise. 

In Russia, Chechen rebels fought 
for independence as Russia’s so-called 
militant forces fought to keep the repub- 
lic of Russia intact. Yeltsin's support 
from his constituents were at an all time 
low and rumors about his personal life 
hit an all time high. 

France’s president, Jacques 
Chirac decided that his nation was be- 
ing threatened by other nations and 
decided that nuclear testing was neces- 
sary in order to ensure France's s 
‘The tests were conducted in the South 
Pacific, but the habitants of the neigh- 
boring isles weren't too pleased —riots 
broke out for several days in towns. The 
rest of world stood back appalled and 
fearful of Chirac’s intentions. People 
around the world rallied against 
Chirae’s administration for the testing 
as some nations even began boycotting 
some French products in prot 

Also in Asia, the women’s confer- 
ence in China brought delegates from 
around the world to Beijing where they 
addressed issues facing women of this 
world such as birth-control, equal- 
rights, and poverty. Hillary Clinton at- 
tended the conference and exercised her 
enormous influence there as she worked 
with many others from around the 
world in an attempt to ensure a better 
life for women around the world. 


The Republican candidate race 
for the Presidential Elections was in full 
force as candidates Lamar Alexander, 
Steve Forbes, Patrick Buchanan, Bob 
Dole, and Alan Keys to name a few 
threw their hats in the ring for a shot at 
the nomination. finally decided to drop- 
out a few unsuccessful caucuses. Due 
to inside fighting and bad press, the 
Republicans overwhelming nominated 
Bob Dole to represent them for the 1996 
Presidential Election, 

In Britain, Mad Cow disease 
alledgedly claimed six lives there. Fol- 
lowing the deaths, the European Union 
established a ban on all British beef and 
the possible slaughter of all British 
calves in other countries. Everyone was 
afraid of beef, and 
the question of safety was a concern 
here in America as sentiments rose for 
higher quality beef. 

Israel's attack on southern Leba- 
non left 35 people dead and tensions 
higher between the two nations. The 
military stands by the explanation that 
it was an “accident” and that the village 
was not a specific target. Many people 
around the world disagreed and con- 
demned the action calling it “barba- 
rous”. The Peace Process that started 
with a sincere handshake in the White

Including the Himaz, the Islamic mili- 
tant group and several right-wing Is- 
raeli groups are all obstacles to peace 
that overwhelmingly is wanted by the 
rest of the moderates in the area. 

After the Oklahoma City bomb- 
ing last April, Timothy McVeigh, the 
prime suspect, was discovered to be 
part of a militant right-wing group in 
the mid-west, The populace soon came 
to realize these groups were in every 
state and questions still linger if they 
pose a threat to the power and stability 
(if you could call it that) of this nation.

Organ Donors Teenagers need to 
make the decision now if théy are go- 
ing to be organ donors. It is important 
todecidenow because you never know 
when your life will be taken. Lee Snow 
_is campaigning to parents to ask their 
younger children what they thinkabout 
organ donation. Her daughter Brinlee 
died, but her organs could be donated 
because Lee had already discussed or- 
gan donation with her earlier. 


School Anxiety One in four children 
believe that they are put under too 
much pressure, from school, home and 
to work. Half of children, aged 7 tol4, 
say that school work is the major cause 
of anxiety. Nearly a quarter said itmade 
them physically ill. One out of five said 
the pressure was from their parents. 
Adolescents and young adults, 16 to 21, 
are concerned about getting jobs at the 
end of their education. They also.feel 
stress because of a belief that their peers 
are doing better than they are at certain 
skills. 


Heart Disease There is an increase of 
heart disease among Americans. In fact, 
the amount of younger people with 
heart disease is greater, now more than 
ever. However, it is proven that a com- 
bination of a vegetarian low-fat diet, 
daily exercise, yoga or other relaxation 
techniques can reverse the effects of 
heart disease better that open heart sur- 
gery or heart transplants. 


Minimum Wage Moderate House Re- 
publicans have joined the Democrats in 
a proposal that would raise minimum 
wage from $4.25/hour to $5.25/hour. 
The Republicans finally gave in after 
weeks of pressure from the Democrats 
and the President. President Clinton 
wanted minimum wage raised to $5.15/ 


hour, After seven years of a level mini- 
mum wage and constant increases in in- 
flation, 10 million workers will benefit 
from the pay increase. Bob Dole has not 
yet supported the proposal.

The po- 
lice later identified the gunman as a 29- 
year old man with a history of psycho- 
logical problems.

State law already prohibits weapons at 
public schools and courthouses.

The 
North Star Wilderness program is a 
therapy program for kids in trouble 
with the law, drugs, or psychological 
problems. Similar to the case in Utah a 
few years ago against the Challenger 
wilderness program, the state of Cali- 
fornia is questioning the allegation of 
abuse and harsh treatment of the kids 
enrolled in the program. The former 
counselor admitted to molesting the 
child. 


Gas Price Rise Many Americans have 
been grubling about the price of gas. 
Unleaded regular gas is up about 15¢ 
from a month ago. However thi 
crease isn’t preventing people from con- 
suming gas. The sharp price increase is 
due to low gas reserves and an unusu- 
ally cold winter, which created a greater 
demand for fuel to heat homes. How- 
ever, Americans should not gripe too 
much because in Great Britain you can 
expect to pay $2.99 for premium gas and 
in Japan you can pay $3.90 per gallon 


of premium gas. Germans spend more 
than both Japan and Great Britain. This 
compared to $1.46 for premium gas in 
the U.S. puts complaints in perspective. 
Economist expect the gas prices to de- 
crease by mid summer,

418-0 on Tuesday to required police to 
give communities “relevant informa- 
tion” about freed sex offenders. It was 
one of four crime bills passed by the 
House that now stand for Senate ap- 
proval. Another measure approved by 
the House is a propsal that would cre- 
ate tougher sentences for federal violent 
crimes against senirs 65 and older. 


Troops in Liberia For the third time in 
the past decade American Naval troops 
have been called to establish peace in 
the war torn country of Liberia. U 
helicopters began evacuating Ameri- 
cans from the war torn West Aftrican 
nation, Dozens of countries’, mostly 
European, cries for U.S. assistance in 
removing their respective citizens out 
of Liberia are currently being weighed 
by the State Deparment. After the re- 
cent dismissal of warlord Roosevelt 
Johnson from his job as government 
minister and his being charged with 
murder, Liberia's bloodiest shelling and 
gunfire erupted. It was the bloodiest 
conflict the area has seen in three years. 
US. officials hope to get the situation 
under control soon.

uting candidate packets, regulating 
Whistle Stops, and answering questions 
about election rules. The student con- 
gress was also required to coordinate 
special social events to welcome and 
congratulate the candidates. While stu- 
dents were voting, the Senators were en- 
forcing a voter-friendly environment, 
seeing to it that each voter received ex- 
actly one ballot, was not disturbed by 
talking in the voting room, and main- 
tained ballot anonymity. 

While the current S.B.O.’s were 
not officially part of the election process, 
many senators agree, “Elections would 
have been impossible without [the 
S.B.0's] help.” Many hours were spent 
after school in preparation for a well- 
organized election. Several members of 
the senate were overwhelmed at the re- 
sponsibility required to run the elections 
from primaries to Whistle Stops to final 
voting.

Several members of 
the senate were overwhelmed at the re- 
sponsibility required to run the elections 
from primaries to Whistle Stops to final 
voting.

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Olympics Arrive eo Colts in Court

Utah recently got an 
Olympic preview when a cara- 
van of Atlanta Highway Patrol 
cars, Salt Lake City Highway 
Patrol cars, vans, motorcycles, 
buses, and a series of torchbear- 
ers passed through Salt Lake 
City. 

The Olympic Torch Re- 
lay, which began on April 27 in 
Los Angeles, pera in Ogden 
on May 9 and traveled a total 
of 74 miles from Ogden to Salt 
Lake City on May 10. Salt Lake 
City is one of the many cities 
through which the Olympic 
flame will travel until it arrives 
in Atlanta on July 19 for the 
Opening Ceremony of the Cen- 
tennial Olympics. 

Ten-thousand torchbear- 
ers have and will carry the 
torch over a 15,000 mile jour- 
ney, which will come within a 
two hour distance of 90 percent 
of the U.S. population. The 
torch will travel through 42 
states plus Washington, D.C. 
and visit 29 capitols. The torch 
will travel approximately 150 
miles each day; 10 milers per 
hour, 15 hours per day. Each 
torchbearer will carry the torch 
approximately 1 kilometer. 

Of the 10,000 torchbear- 

s, 5,500 are community he- 
Toes which were identified 
through community judging 
panels facilitated by local 
United Way organizations, 
2,000 are Olympians, and 2,500 
are individuals selected by 
Coca-Cola Corporation. 

‘The torch features 22 alu- 
minum reeds gathered in the 
center. The reeds represent the 
22 times the Modern Olympic 
Games have been held.
